Tais was another Groynd of thoſe Civil Confu- 
aul ns which brought on the deteſtable Parricide of 
this Day. Our Affairs abroad, in the Beginnin of 
the Reign of our Royal Martyr, made it neceſſary 
for Him to Aſſemble ſeveral Parliaments One after 
Another. Theſe were Warm againſt the Chief Ma- 
pagers at Court, and that not altogether withour 
Reaſon, as the Honourable Relator of thoſe Matters 
informs Us.
